GRANDFATHER'S CLOCK 


The Hiding Place, by 
Corrie ten Boom tells the storv 
of a clock maker and his 
family who befriended the Jews 
in. Holland during the Nazi 
Persecution in World War II. 
The book has been made into a 
movie which plays to sold-out 
audiences about everywhere. 


I read the stury with much’ 


interest since Pappaw was a 
selftaught clock repairman. A 
familiar sight at his house wasa 
clock or watch he was repairing 
for a neighbor. His jewelers 
Loop was always handy and it 
was necessary for a good repair 
job. 

Pappaw owned several 
clocks himself and he took pride 
in adjusting them so they 
kept almost perfect time. Fre- 
quent checks were made on his 
radio which had a band broad- 
casting the time at the; Naval 
Observatory. I oftca listened to 
the radio to hear the ticking 
of the clock. Every fifteen 
minutes a bell gonged and the 
announcer gave the correct 
time. 

A song of the older clocks 
have a peculiar sound and th> 
striking of the hour is comfor- 
ting to hear. 

A song popular when I was 
younger had words like this: 

::Oh, my grandfather’s 
clock was too tall for the 
shelf, So it stood forty years 
on the floor.’’ — 

The ditty continued for several 
stanzas similar to the above 
and the chorus said: ; 

‘Forty years without slum- 
bering Tick tock, tick tock 
Life’s second’s, numbering Tick 
tock, tick tock’’ 

But it stopped short, Never to 
go again When the old man 
died.’’

__ July and August are the 
critical two months ahead 
that will determime what kind 
peanut crop we will make. Gen- 
‘enally, we have good to excel- 
lent stands, It appears that © 
most of the seedling diseases 
have subsided. Coffee County 
farmers seem to be doing just 
about everything they can to 
keep weeds and grass under 
control. I believe that we are 
going to have better leafspot 
control in peanuts this year, 
‘oo. 

We have the beginnings of 
a good peanut crop at this 
point. Historically, we always 
get enough rainfall in July and 


August to complete maturing of , 


the crop. But each year is 
different. We will just have 
to wait and see how the crop 
develops. 


WEATHER 


M. D. Bond, former peanut 
specialist, has kelp a weather 
chart for a number of years. 
He told me that generally sum- 
mer rains begin in the Wire- 
grass area about June 20 (that 
is this week). The showers 
and rains increase and reach 


a peak in late July and early 


August and then in mid-August 
begin tapering off. 

Some of our corn is made. 
However, thousands of acres of 


‘younger corn need a good rain 


how. A ‘lot. of farmers are 
hoping that they get some rain- 
fall right away. 


It is amazing how dependent , 


we are on the weather. Peanuts 
can stand a rather long period 
of drought before they begin to 
make, but they need to continue 
to get rain for maximum yields. 
Corn, on the other hand, needs 
to get rain throughout the grow- 
ing season, especially just be- 
fore tasseling and immediately 
afterwards. With some timely 
rains, we could make a record 
corn yield in Coffee County. 

Incidentally, the weather 
forecast for June 15-July 15 
indicates a little more rainthan 
normal which is good news. 


OPPORTUNITIES 
More folks are getting in- 


terested in carrying lightweight 
calves on rye during the fall, 
winter and spring. We have 
heard reports of up to 600 
pounds of beef being produced 
per acre during a 4-5 months 
grazing period. Rye that has 
a little clover in it is doing 
a better job than rye alone. 

A fellow. told me the other 
day that the key to making 
money grazing lightweight cal- 
ves is to have plenty of excel- 
lent grazing for them in the 
winter. I agree. Another 
factor is to be able to buy 
the calves in the fall with the 
opportunity of the price advanc- 
ing by summer. We have sever- 
al cattle producers in Coffee 
County who have used this suc- 
cessful system of making money 
for several years. Inthe pro- 
cess, most of the producers 
protect the soil also which is 
very important. 


COASTAL BERMUDA 


We get a lot of calls from 
Coastal Bermuda grass grow- 
ers throughout the county asking 
for our recommendations on 
controlling unwanted weeds. We 
recommend two materials, both 
of which are effective. One 
material trade name is Weed- 
master and should be used at 
the rate of one quart per acre. 
Mix this with 10-20 gallons of 
water to give good coverage. 
Do not let the spray drip to 
gardens or other susceptible 
crops. The other material is 
Banvel. Banvel should be used 
at the rate of one-fourth to 
one pound per acre. It should 
be mixed as a spray. 

2, 4-D is also effective but 
at the rate of one-half to two 
pounds per acre. 

Thousands of acres pf 
pastureland should be treated 
with 2, 4-D or one of these 
other materials to get rid of 
weeds. These materials are 
relatively inexpensive. We need 
to do a much better job of 
controlling weed pests in pas- 
tures.

OUTLOOK 


Dr. Julian Holmes, one of 
our ag economists at Auburn, 
Says that livestock producers 
in Alabama should gross more 
money in 1°76. Cropproducers 
are not expected to do quite 
as well. In Coffee County this 
probably means that those 
growers producing soybeans 
will not get as good a price. 

_ Higher livestock prices are 
definitely helping our cattle 

business, even though prices 
are still much below where they 
should be in order for cattle 
producers to make an adeq- 
uate profit. Hog producers are 
having a good year, primarily 
because of better prices. On 
the gloomy side, though, feed 
prices are still moving upward, 
and this lowers the net income 
from hogs.

Sour half-and half may be 
used in place of sour cream 
in many recipes--even in mak- 
ing cakes and cookies that con- 
tain fat in addition to sour 
cream.

Some homemakers use jars 
not meant for home canning. 
In this case, lids and rings 
may not fit right on the jar

Or they may have left 
small particles of food on the 
jar rim, which kept the lid 
from sealing correctly. Eli- 
minate this problem by wip- 
ing the rims with a clean, damp 
‘cloth before putting on lids. 

Air bubbles in the food can 
prevent a good seal, too. 
That’s why it’s a good idea 
to use a plastic spatula to 
remove these before sealing 
jars. 

Not following directions 
in filling and sealing jars can 
result in spoiled food. Always 
follow the directions. to the 
letter, and leave the right a- 
mount of headspace between thé 
food and the top of the jar. 

Besides the fact that the 
food might be dangerous to 
eat, underprocessing can also 
cause a poor ‘seal, Always 
use the recommended method.

Haines City isn’t such a big place that people don’t know 
pretty much what is going on around here. , 

Larry Parrish grew up in Haines City, played football and 
basketball there and rather quietly developed into the third 
baseman of the Montreal Expos. 

Baseball’s All Star ballots now out, list him as a candidate 
for National League / ll Star Third Baseman. 

Parrish is used to anonymity, but it’s something that he is 
about to change, . 

“Not too many scouts come around Haines City,” Parrish 
said, And when I played high school ball, David Bowden was 
playing at Kathleen, Everybody knew him and nobody had heard 
of me.” 

Parrish got no offers from the pros or colleges when he 
finished school. But his coach, Fred Cotney, who played baseball 
at Furman got Seminole Junior College interested and Seminole 
Signed him.

Seminole, 

Within a year, “the scouts were coming around, Parrish 
Said, ‘I guess I could have signed with anybody,”

He decided on the Expos, he said, because he thought it 
provided him a better chance of advancement, Zack Taylor

The Expos soon converted Parrish to third base, There 
was no one in the organization figuring to make it at third and

He hit .260 for Jamestown, N.Y., in Class 4 ball in 1972 
and .293 for West Palm Beach in the Class ¢ Florida State 
League in 73. By the time he hit 281 in AA ball at Quebec in 
1974, the path was clear, 

Parrish by-passed triple-A baseball and jumped to the 
majors to take over Montreal’s third base iob. . 

“The thing that helped me,’’ he said, ‘was that I came up 
to Montreal in the last month of the 1974 season.” 

if Parrish wasn’t making his mark on the baseball fans of 
Florida as one of their home-growns who had made it, he 
certainly was making himself known around the National League 
in 1975, 

He hit .274 for the Expos and led the club in hits (146) 
and in doubles (32), His 65 runs batted in were third best. 
He had three torrid hitting streaks going 17 for 39 (.407) 
in 10 games from April 25 to May 9, hit safely in 13 or 14 
games, 22-for-54 (.407) from July 8-24 and in a 12-game 
streak Aug, 5-15 hit .353 with 19-for 51.
